COMMISSIONERS HAVE A 
LIVELY MEETING, 


Mixed-up Witnesses Testifying Against the ptrol- 
men—Tlatrolmen Gloerand Moss up on Charges 
—~Other Officers on the Rack—Interest- 
ing Session of the Board, Btc. 


The board of police commissioners convened 
in special eession last night. 

The meeting was called yesterday afternoon 
by Chairman English and had for its object 
the investigation of charges against Patrol- 
man Nolan, who was suspended trom duty on 
the 10th inst.; Patrolmen Moss and Gloer, 
who were suspended on the 13th inst., and 
Patrolman Thompson, who was suspended on 
the 16th inst. The meeting was attended by 
Commissioner English, chairman, Commis- 
sioners Goldsmith, Hancock, Jones and Fox. 

Patrolmen Gloer and Moss were first ar- 
reigned. They were charged with violating 
the same rule governing the police depart- 
ment. The specifications asserted that they 
did both neglect their duty on the night of 
the 50th inst. by entering and remaining in 
the Atlanta street car stable one hour and 
forty minutes.
